If you do not, you.may encounter 
difficulties and delays if you wish to sell your house at a later date. We. 
regret this imposition on houschclders, but emphasise that it is in your 
interests in the long term. Permission is normally granted without any 
difficulty, so provided-prompt application is made, it should not cause undue 
Geley.
